It is being watched with con- 
siderable interest all over the country. Fans in every town and 
village are eagerly scanning the newspapers for further informa- 
tion relative to the Plank gymnasium. 


Towns and cities, where baseball is an industry, are par- 


ticipating 
in the 
campaign for funds. These towns include 


Waynesboro, Chambcrsburg, Martinsburg, West Virginia; Hagers- 
town, Maryland; Cleveland, Ohio; Detroit, 
Michigan; Chicago, 


Illinois; Philadelphia, York, Hanover, St. Louis, Boston, Washing- 
ton, New York and others, too numerous to mention. 


At every turn, support and cooperation are pledged. Fans are 


not waiting to be solicited. They are sending in contributions, 
most of them under anonymous circumstances.

dents, surely Gettysburg can respond more generously, without be- 
ing solicited. 


The goal is $125,000. Why can't Gettysburg contribute! its por- 


tion? 
A dollar, or two, or five, or ten or any amount comparable 


with a person's means, will go far toward achieving the goal sought. 


Whether you are a baseball fan or not, Gettysburjrians and 


Adams countians will be helping a great cause, if they demonstrate 
their interest in a nation wide movement, by contributing some- 
thing, however small.
